In coins and medals mintage is the main judge of their value, but in elongated 
coins do we know for sure how many were minted? Are elongated coins more val¬ 
uable on real coins or on blanks? Is there any way of knowing just exactly 
how rare an elongated coin is?

A friend of ours asked me "WHAT IS THE MOST POPULAR ELONGATED COIN YOU HAVE 
ROLLED UP TO THIS TIME?". Without thinking, I mentioned E-ll, Devils Tower. 

A few days later as I was checking our files I came across the inventory re¬ 
cord of all our elongateds. After checking further, I was surprised to see 
that E-3 "MOUNT RUSHMORE" had a #1 following the name which made that one the 
leader of all our elongateds, and E-ll was not far behind. 


Why was the Mount Rushmore elongated so popular? Have you been there? 

Carved out of amountain of granite stone, the four massive figures, towering 
500 feet above the valley floor and 5,600 feet above sea level can be seen 
for miles, they are, in proportion to men, 475 feet high. Prom left to right 
they are, George Washington, Thomas Jefferson, Theodore Roosevelt and Abraham 
Lincoln. I think this description may be the reason for its popularity. 

According to Dottie Dow's book "The Elongated Collector" 1 page 98, simulated 
elongated coins #5 and //5a also show Mount Rushmore but these are not rolled 
out coins. We here at Cee Ceven are proud to have rolled E-3 and hope it is 
an asset in your collection-.
